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The Plague House, Eyam. This is the residence of 
the Rev. Mr. Mompesson, the devojted Rector of/Eyam, 
who (with, his wife) for two years lived among his 
parishioners in the plague-stricken hamlet above the 
Derwent valley, until the pest ceased in October, 166& 
leaving 91 survivors out of a population of 350. The church¬ 
yard contains the tomb of the rector’s courageous wife,- who 
died in the second year of the pestilence. . 
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
